Applicatns are making assumptions requiring quantitative data pertaining an enitity's trustworthiness without support i.e. one is more 
trustworthy that two entities. 

The combination of Flitcroft, Zuker and Livesay teach and suggest the claimed invention: Anonymous credit card number delivery and use 
along with anonymous delivery address. Livesay supplies the teachings in the field of anonymous transactions for anonyous delivery 
address. According to Livesay, goods or services are delivered in accordance with destination information supplied by the intermediary. In 
the case of goods purchased for physical delivery, the goods may be deliverd to a third party physcial location address as specified in 
destination information receivedf from the intermediary machine. The destination information may include an intermediary-specified 
destination address, e.g., an alias address or other type of address associated with or othera/ise specified by the intermediary. A 
unique identifier string may be used to associate the particular goods or services with the corresponding transaction. Note: the web 
merchant is not aware of the delivery address. 

Regarding amendment to claim 9, claim still remains ambiguous. Are the Applicants claiming a system or computer program product. Claim 
elements do not provide structural specificity to be claiming a system. 
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
